~ REED'S NEW RULES. 


VUE WORK OF THE PARTY CAUCUSES 
YESTERDAY, 


SPEAKER DEFEATED ON ONE POINT 
Stringent Measures Adopted by Ihe Repub- 
cansto Prevent Filibustering and to 
Force Transaction of Business. 


Wasnincton, February 5. — [Special.] — 
Speaker Reed sustained a defeat at the hands 
of his own party in the republican caucus this 


afternoon. 

In making his report of tne rules nnder 
which the house is to act, he neglected to give 
the speaker the power to count a visible quo- 
rum as a constitutional quorum, stating that 
it was best to leave that out of the code of 
rules, and fallow himself,as speaker, to count 
when he so decides. 

FORCED TO TAKE HIS OWN MEDICINE. 

Such leaders as McKinley and Butterworth 
objected strongly, stating that after his recent 
course, it was necessary for the good of the 
party to make that one of the rules. Reed 
attempted to whip them into line, but 
they would not be whipped, and having the 
majority of the party with them, Mr. Reed 
was compelled to succumb. Reed wanted that 
power to be at the discretion of the speaker, 
for he knew that on account of the decided op- 
position from the democratic minority the next 
speaker, whom he concedes will be democratic, 
would not enforce it, and the republican mi- 
nority in the next congress would have the 
same power they had in the last. But as itis 
in the rules the democrats, he thinks, will 
adopt itin the next congress, and then his 
party will occupy a similar powerless pos.tion 
to that now occupied by the democrats. 

THE RULE ADOPTED. 

The majority of the republican party, how- 
ever, disagreed with him, and it was the 
opinion of the majority that ‘‘as we are having 
all the fun now, we must expect the demo- 
crats to have the fan in the next house.” 
Reed is very sore over his defeat, but is nye 
to make the best of it tonight, by stating toa 
who called, that the caucus was perfectly 
harmonious, while others are, however, giving 
it out that it was almost as much of a bedlam 
as the house last week. The democrats have 
not only forced Reed to bring in his rules, 
which he will do at one it by their action 
have caused a great sj in the republican 
ranks, which Reed has only been able to patch 
up by surrendering to his opponents. 

The New Code of Rules. 

WASHINGTON, February 5.—The purpose of 
the republican house caucus this afternoon 
was to consider the new code of rules, 
which was completed by the committee on 
rules this morning. The cancus was called to- 
gether immediately after adjournment: by Mr. 
Henderson, of Illinois, ghairman. The reason 
for the call was stated, and each member pres- 
ent was furnished, in confidence, with a copy 
of the new code. 

Mr. McKinley then took the floor and pro- 
ceeded to explain in detail the scope and pur- 
poses of cach of the rules. The reading con- 
sumed a great deal of time. The code was 
read in extenso, and as each rule was read its 

rovisions were explained by Messrs. McKin- 
las or Cannen. There were frequent inquiries 
for more detailed information as to the effect 
of changes and for the reason therefor,that the 
caucus progressed slowly. 

Generaily the report of the committee was 
adopted without material amendments, but 
there was at least one important addition. Mr. 
Atkinson, of Pennsylvania, offered an amend- 
ment placing pension  legisiation in the 
privileged class and making reports from 
the committee on invalid pensions in order at 
any time. There was lively opposition to 
‘this amendment, and sone members of the 
committee on rules sught to prevent its adop- 
tion, but it was finally incorporated by a vote 
of 76 to 74. 

SOME OF THE CHANGES. 

The full cede as it emerges from the caucus, 
differs from the old rules in the following ma- 
terial points: Under rule 5, cards are not to be 
taken into members after 2 o’clock, except by 
their direction. Under rule 11, the committee 
on invalid pensions is given the right to report 
at any time, as already stated. Under rule 
13, three calendars are provided for: first, on 
the committee of the whole, to which shall be 
referred public bills; second, house calendar, 
for all bills of a public character not raising 
revenue, nor directly or indirectly appropriat- 
ing money or property; third, calendar of the 
committee of the whole house for bills of a pri- 
vate character. Under rule 15, a new clause 
is added as follows: 

On demand of any member the names of mem- 
bers present, but not voting on any call by the 
oe of the yeas and nays, shall be noted by the 
clerk under the supervision of the speaker and 
shall be recorded in the journaland Record imme- 
diately, or the names of those voting “yes’’ and 
“ro,’’ under the head of ‘‘present and not voting”’ 
and shall be followed by the names of absent mem- 
bers, which shall be entered under the head of ab- 
$se1tees. 

(This in line with Reed’s ruling.) 

TO PREVENT FILIBUSTERING. 

Under rule 16, clause 4 reads: 

When a question is under debate, no motion 
shall be read, but to adjourn, to lay on table, for 
the previous question, (which motions shall be de- 
cided without debate), to postpone to a day cer- 
tain, to refer or to amend or postpone indefinitely, 
which several motions shall have precedence in 
the foregoing order and no motion to postpone to 
a day certain, to refer, or to postpone indefinicely 
being decided, shall be again allowed on the same 
diay, at the samme stage of the proceeding. 

This section is aumed at filibustering, and 
changes the old section by the striking out of 
motions which may be received, those to fix a 
day to which the house shall adjourn, and to 
take a recess. 

So too in section five of the same rule, the 
provision that motions to adjourn to a fixed 
day, to adjourn, and to take a recess, shall 
always be in order, is stricken out, but section 
ten of the same rule carries this principle 
still further. It is a new section, which 
reads: 

No dilatory motions shall be entertained by the 
#peaker. 

Under rule 17 it is provided that the previ- 
wus question may be made to include a bill to 
its passage or rejection. [The old rule in- 
cluded a billas far as engrossment and third 
reading, and required a renewal and second 
reading of a motion to carry the bill through, 
a change, also, in ithe line of preventing ob- 
struction.] 

The provision in the same section of the old 
code that motions to lay on the table shall be 
in! order on the second and third reading of a 
bill is omitted. 

The principle of preventing obstruction is 
again put in operation in rule 18, which is 
amended as compared with the old code, by 
striking out of questions all that may intervene 
between a motion to reconsider and the vote, 
those to adjourn, to fix a day and take a re- 
Cess. 

Section 1 of old rule 21, which requires all 
bilis and joint resolutions to be: read three 
times before passage is stricken out. 

Section 2, of the same rule, forbidding the in- 
clusion in general appropriation bills of appro- 
priations not previously authorized by law, or 
oi legislation, is retained with the addition, 

with the exception in favor of such as being 
germane to the subject matter of the bill, shall 
be deemed necessary in providing for carrying 
on the several departments of the government, 
and shall be recommended or moved by direc- 
tion of the committee reporting the bill. 

(This last clause allows committees in charge 
of appropriation bills to add legislation to a 
limited extent, but deprives the house of that 
power. ] 

Another addition to the same section makes 
it generally out of order to increase an appro- 


priation bill beyond the amount authorized by 
aw. 


Rule 21 omits the provisions of the old rule, 
forbidding the amalgamation of two pendin 
resolutions, and treating river and harbor anc 
post route bills as petitionsin their introduc- 
tion. 

Another important step to prevent filibuster- 
ing is found in rule 22, which has reference to 
the introduction of bills. Under former rules 
& member could, on Monday, prevent the 
transaction of business by introducing long 
bills, new or old,and demanding their read- 
ing in full, thus consuming the day. Under 
the present code no provision is made for a 
bill day on Monday, and whenever a public 
bill is introduced it shall be read by title only. 

In rule 25, section 2, which requires the 
committee of the whole to rise when, without 
a quorum, the clause'is inserted after the word 
“‘quorum”’ as follows: : 

‘**Which shall consist of 100 members.” 

What may be a change, full of significance, 
occurs in section 3 of the same rule (requiring 
certain measures to be considered in committee 
of the whiole.) This is in the opening sen- 
tences which read, “Al) motions or proposi- 

ions originating either in the house or senate 

involving tax or a charge upon the people, 
all proceedings touching appropriations of 
money’’ the words ‘‘originating in the house 
or senate,’’ are newly insertedaand would ap- 
pear to recognize the long dispfited right of the 
senate to originate tariff and appropriation 
bills. 

Another important change in the line of 
expediting business hours is in section 4 of the 
same rule, which prescribes the order of busi* 
ness in committee of the whole. The change 
reads, ‘“‘or in such order as the committee may 
determine, unless the question to be, consid- 
ered was determined-by the house at t&e time 
of going into committee.”’ The effect is to re- 
lieve the house from the necessity of laying 
aside bills preceding in the’ order it is 
desired to reach, which offered alarge op- 
portunity for obstruction. . 

Another change in the same direction is in 
seciion Gof the same rule, which permits the 
committee of the whole to limit or close de- 
bate without rising and going” into open house 
for order and forblds debate on a motion to 
close the debate. ' 

Rule 24, (order of business) is radically dif- 
ferent from the old rule. [Jt provides after 
prayer and the reading of the/journal, an order 
28 follows: Correction of reference of bills. 
Disposal of bugigess on the speaker’s table. 
Unfinished b® hess. Morning hour for tie 
disposal of reports from committees. Motions 
to go into committee of the whole on the state 
of union. Yo consider bills designated an or- 
der of the day. 

After the disposal of business on the 
speaker’s desk, untimished business, in which 
the house may be engaged at adiournment, ex- 
cept business in the morning hour, shall be 
resumed at ihe same tiine each day thereafter 
until disposed of. After the disposal of un- 
finished husiness, the committees may in the 
order call for the consideration of bills reported 
the previous day and on the house calendar, 
When. the commttee has occupied the 
morn,ng hour on two days another committee 
must be called. After the morning hour mo- 
tions to go into committee of the whole to con- 
sider a particular bill are in order, 

Another change of consequence occurs in 
rule 28, Which requires a two-thirds vote to 
suspend the rales. To this an addition is 
made as follows: “Except to fix the day for 
the consideration of a bill cr resolution already 
favorably reported by the committee, or a mo- 
tion to be made by such committee which shall 
require only @ majority vote of the house.” 

THE CAUCUS NOT HARMONIOUS. 

The caucus remained in session until 7 
o'clock. The most inviolable secrecy in re- 
gard to the proceedings ,was preserved, and 
every effort was made to prevent the action of 
the caucus becoming ‘public. While it was 
stated that on every question presented the 
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} caucus was harmonious, the length of the ses- 


known opposition 
of several prominent republicans to 
any radical change in the eruls, 
render the accuracy of thisstatement doubtfal.

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THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 


They Will Ask For Time to Consider the 
liules. 

WASHINGTON, February 5.—There was 
scarcely time for the employes to throw open 
the doors and secure a change of air in the 
hall of the house tonight after the republican 
caucus adjounged before the democratic meim- 
bers began to file in to attend their caucus. 
They appeared in good number, and were pre- 
sided over by Mr. Holman. The only subject 
discussed was the new code of rules. The 
democrats were at a disadvantage, in that the 
members were not supplied with copies as the 
republicans were today, so Mr. Carlisle was 
obiiged toread and explain from his private 
copy. Naturally this was slow work, and 
most of the session of the caucus was 
consumed in this vay. There was 
little discussion. Now and then 
some member would be loud with indignation 
and express himself forcibly as some parti- 
cular obnoxious rule was read and its effect 
pointed out. 

Mr. Springer thought the rules meant that 
the watch dog was gagged and chainedand the 
treasury thrown open to plunder. But 
the general sentiment was that no 
matter how obnoxious the rules 
are they were asked for by the demo- 
crats, and would be considered in a fair spirit. 
Mr. Carlisle was accordingly instructed to ne- 
gotiate with the majority managers for a 
proper and reasonable time to consider the 
rules in case they should be reported to- 
morrow. Inasmuch as the democratic mem- 
bers are without copies the republicans will also 
be requested to allow debate of a reasonable 
length upon them when they are called up for 
consideration, and if these concessions are 
granted the democrats will interpose no un- 
usntial obstacles to action upon them. 

A feature of the evening’s proceedings that 
would have been amusing if it had not re- 
sulted in positive inconvenience was the atti- 
tude certain men who, acting under orders of 
a stupid superior, refused entrance to the 
building to reporters for the press, a privilege 
never beforedenied. Moreover, they persisted 
in this course, in spite of the fact that the 
chairman of the democratic caucus (Mr. Hol- 
man) had courteously given orders for) their 
adinission. 7

The National Board of Trade. 

WASHINGTON, February 5.—The executive coun- 
cil of the nationai board of trade is now in session 
in this city. One of the objects of the meeting at 
this time is to call the attention of congress to a 
number of resolutions relating to the financial and 
maritime matters acted upon by the board atthe 
last annual meeting in Louisville in October. In 
exccutive session of the senate this afternoon, the 
matter of the Saivoan treaty came up again. 

Mr. Edmunds introduced a resolution yesterday 
formally declaring it to be the understarding of 
the senate that the rights of the United States to 
harbor of Pago-Pago ceded by Samoa in the treaty 
of 1878, were not disturbed by the Beriin treaty of 
1889. 

This resolution was discussed for an hour or 
more this afternoon, friends of the treaty arguing 
that it was unnecessary and that its passage would 
serve only to complicate matters. A vote on a 
motion tolay the proposition on the table dis- 
closed the fact that there was ho quorum present 
and the senate then adjourned. 


No Business in the House. 

Wasninaton, February 5.—There being a 
tacit understanding between the republicans 
and democrats that no effort would be made 
for the transaction of business today (a imajor- 
ity of members being absent in attendance 
at the funeral of Mrs. and Miss Tracy) the 
clerk was permitted to read the journal in its 
abridged form. The democrats did not wish 
to goon record as approving the journal,and con- 
sequently demanded the veas and nays on that 
motion. The journal was approved—yeas 150, 


nays none, a constitntional quorum being 
counted by the speaker. 

The house then at 12:45, on motion of Mr. 
i McKinley, of Ohio, adjourned.

THEIR RELATIVE STRENGTH. : 
Mr. Blount is considered very strong in i 
south Georgia, while itis said that Clemen 
would carry every county north of the Georg 
and Georgia Preific railroads, and would mal 


Mr. Clements is what is known as 4 
quick thinker on his feet. He is thoroughly 
posted, very conservative and ‘a good ‘oratgr. 
His position as Randa}l’s right hand man @n 
the appropriations committee,and his thorough 
work on that committee mark him as a good 
financier, combined with his abilities as a 
statesman.* Mr. Blonntis noted for his con- 
servatism and opposition to large appropria- 
tions. With these two men inthe race against 
Northen and Livingston, there would be some 
lively old political times in Georgia. Neither 
of these congressmen are candidates, how- 
ever, but itis the general opinion here that 
either of them would be willing to makes a 
swap of a seat in congress for a home in the 
Peachtree gansicn. 
THE CONGRESSIONAL PROSPECT. 

With the exception of Mr. Candler, and @n- 
less one of the Georgia congtessmen is selected 
for governor, all others of the Georgia dejega- 
tion will be candidates to succeed themselves. 
So far as can be learned here, Major Barnes is 
the only one who has yet an outspoken oppo 
nant. However, there seems to be many &s- 
pirants fer Mr. Grimes’s seat from the fourth, 
but he is doing such good work for his district 
this session that it will be next to impossible 
to beat him, and it is certain a better man 
could not be found to (fill his 
piace. In the Atlanta dsstrict the 
talk here is to the effect that Rufus T. Dorsey 
and Emmett Womack may cross swords with 
Judge Stewart. It is believed that Judge 
Crisp, Mr. Turner, Mr. Carlton and Colonel 
Lester will be returned without opposition, and 
inthe cyvent that neither Mr. Clements nor 
Mr. Blount go into the race for governor, they 
will likewise be returned. 

A FUND FOR SAM RANDALL. 
A fund of $50,000 has been raised for Mr. 
tandali by his friends in Phiiadelphia. The 
fund is to be given to his family. This has 
been done on account of his serious condition, 
his friends fearing that he will never be able 
to again attend his duties in congress. 
It is unnecessary to say that the 
ex-speaker would refuse ‘to accept 
such a gift. Knowing this his friends, headed 
by George W. Childs, have quietly raised thé 
maney, and in ease of Mr. Randall’s. health 
utterly failing, wili invest this fund and de+ 
vote the interest to the support of his family. 
Mr. Randall has nothing whatever, save his 
salary, and he recently lost about $3,000 of 
that by the Silcott defalceation. 
DID HE TURN OFF THE GAS. 

Adjutant-General M. L. Bonham, Jr., of 
Columbia, South Carolina, came very near 
losing his life here last night. He came in 
yesterday, and is stopping at the Metropolitan 
hotel. Last night, when he retired, he 
thonghthe had turned out the gas. The fix- 
tures, however, being very old, it is probable 
that the weight of his hand, as he withdrew it, 
opened the stop cock, and the gas escaped. 
Mr. Bonham went to sleep almost immediate- 
ly. and had it not been the §night watchman 
detected the odor in the hall, and forced his 
way into the room, it is probable the 
effect of the gas would have been fatal. 
Asit was he had only been asleep a_ short 
while, and when the windows were thrown 
open he soon became all fight. A dector was 
called in, but his services were not needed. 

IT WAS A JOKE. 

Asmall box of dynamite was found bya 
capitol policemau this afternocn in one of the 
large cuspadors in the rotunda. While it was 
hardly larger than a railroad torpedo, it was 
immediately announced as an “infernal ma- 
chine,’’ which, perhaps, some crank had se- 
creted there until an oppertunity would occur 
when it could be placed under Tom Reed’s 
chair.

| THE TWO CASKETS 


LAID IN ROCK CREEK CEMETERY 
RECEIVING VAULT. 


MRS. TRACY AND DAUGHTER BURIED 


| The Services at the White House—The Dis- 
tingushed Persons at the Funeral 
—The Sad Procession, 


Waswinctron, February 5.—The beautiful 
historic east room of the executive mansion, 
the scene of so inany varied spectacles of brill- 
iant ceremony or social gayety, was teday 
devoted to the sadly contrasted and solemnly 
impressive purpose of the funeral. Very sel- 
dom has any similar scene been witnessed at 
the white hovse, and never since 1865, when 
the remains of the lamented Lincoln reposed 
amidjthe same surroundings. 

The services over the remains of the wife 
and daughter of the secretary of the navy 
were appointed for 11 o’clock, but long before 
that hour the east room wascrowded with peo- 
ple desirous cf paying the last tribute to their 
departed friends. It was a most distinguished 
gathering, andincluded nearly everybody of 
prominence in Washington. Arrangements 
had been made for seating 350 persons, but 
over 500 managed to gain entrance. All the 
doorways leading to the east room were also 
thronged with people, and it is estimated that 
there were nearly a thousand persons in the 
house. 

As far as possible admission was confined to 
the personal and official friends of Secretary 
Tracy and his family, and consequently very 
few strangers were present. A great crowd 
gathered outside, however, and watched the 
carriages as they drove intothe grounds. It 
was found necessary to station policemen at 
the gates to keep out the crowd. 

THE FLORAL OFFERINGS. 

The caskets containing the dead were placed 
side by side under the central chandelier and 
directly opposite the main corridor. They 
were distinguishable only by the greater size 
of the one containing the body of Mrs. Tracy. 
A large sago palm with graceful spreading 
branches was placed between them at the foot, 
and the sombre drapings of the caskets were 
almost entirely concealed by beautiful designs 
of emblematic flowers—white roses, camelias, 
hyacinths, lilies of the valley, etc. Garlands 
and wreaths were also banked against the 
sides of each casket. These floral tributes 
were sent by Secretary and Mrs. Biaine, the 
German minister, Senator Stanford, Senator 
Hale, Vice-President and Mrs. Morton. Secre- 
tary and Mrs. Windom, Mr. JamesC. Bergen, 
Mr. John R. McCue, Admiral Porter, 
Mrs. John Lee Carroll, Mr. H. G. White, the 
British minister, Representative Hitt, Judge 
Bancroft Davis, Paymaster-General Fulton, 
United States navy, Representative Lodge, 
and Mr. Henry W. Raymond. One particu- 
larly beautiful wreath was placed on Miss 
Tracy’s casket by her young friends, the 
Misses Proctor, Miller, Wanamaker and Rusk 
and the Misses Windoin. 

DISTINGUISHED PEOPLE PRESENT: 

Seats were arranged on three sides of the 
square, the open space being used for the en- 
trance of mourners and the presidential party 
who were assigned seats fronting the caskets. 

Vice-President and Mrs. Morton, who were 
among the earliest arrivals, were also seated 
opposite. Near by were seated the British 
minister and family, the Gernian minister, the 
Chinese and Corean legations, the .Brazilian 
nvimister aud many other members of the dip- 
lomatic corps. 

Army and naval officers were presentin a 
great number and nearly all were in full 
uniform. 

Shortly before 11 o’clock the Schubert 
quartette, stationed just within the entrance 
to the east room from the main corridor sang 
the Lymn, 

‘TI cannot always trace the way.” 

The members of the cabinet, with the ex- 
ception of Secretary Blaine, acting as pall 
bearers, soon after entered and took seats at 
the right of the caskets. 

THE PROCESSION ENTERS, 

They were soon followed by the funeral pro- 
cession, Secretary Tracy and his son Frank 
walking arm and arin at its head. They were 
followed by General I. 8S. Catlin, Mr. A. 
B. Catlig, Mrs. Robert Grayes and daughter 
and other relatives. A short space behind 
them came President Harrison, Mr. and 
Mrs. McKee, Secretary and Mrs. 
Blaine, Rey. Dr. Scott, the president’s father- 
in-law, Mr. H. B. Raymond, Lieutenant Ma- 
son and Mr. E. H. Halford. Assoon as they 
were seated the choir of St. John’s Episcopal 
church, consisting of sixteen white surpliced 
boys and four men, under the direction of Mr. 
William H. Daniel, preceptor, entered the 
main corridor from the far end, and as they 
passed along its length with slow and meas- 
ured step sang a processional hymn, 

‘Lead kindly, light,” 
THE SERVICES. 

Rey. Dr. George Wiiliam Douglas, rector of 

St. John’s Protestant Episcopal church, and 
tev. George Elliott, pastor of Foundry Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, entered at the rear of 
rhe choir and took their places near the cas- 
kets. Dr. Douglas immediately began the 
Episcopal burial service, ‘‘I am the resurrec- 
tion and the life.’’ Att its conclusion the choir 
sang the hymn, 
“Jesus, Lover of My Soul.” 

The scripture lesson was read by Rev. Dr. 

Elliott. It began at the 20th verse of the 15th 


chapter of First Corinthians: 
But now is Christ risen from the dead and be- 


committee on Indian depredations, some sunit- 
able rooms in the vicinity of the capitol, ata 
rent not exceeding $100 per month, the lease 
to terminate with the present session.

It amits the | 
words “expressed in their repudiation of | 
monarchic rule.’’ It also omits several para- 
graphs declaring the recognition of the United 
States of Brazil ‘‘as a lawful and rightful gov- 
ernment’’ and desiring the president to require 
the people and officers of the United States to 
recognize the flag of the United States of 
Brazil ‘‘as the flag of a free, sovereign and in- 
dependent state.”’ °

He (witness) had said that any man who 
charged another with stealing a million dollars, 
when he didn’t know what he was talking 
about, was a scoundrel. 


WOOD’S WIFE ON THE STAND. 

Mrs. E. Wood, wife of P. G. Wood, was 
called. She said her first knowledge of her 
husband’s connection with the ballot box mat- 
ter was when he came home one day and told 
her that Governer Foraker and Mr. Hadden 
wanted him totry for appointment as smoke 
inspector, and that he could get itif he fur- 
nished certain things to Governor Foraker. 
She had advised her husband to have nothing 
to do with the business. He had sent and re- 
ceived several telegrams to and 
from Governor Foraker. During her 
husband’s absence, Mr. Hadden 
called. That was on October 3ist. She had 
received a letter from her husband telling her 
to call upon Hadden for money, and she did 
so. He was not at home, so she (Mrs. Wood) 
left word for him to call at her home, and he 
did so. She presented the letter, with an en- 
closed note to Hadden, who read it and said it 
called for 250, which he paid her at once. He 
then advised her to put all such letters in the 
fire, and burned the note. She had saved the 
letter from her husband, however, and pro- 
duced it. 

WOOD’S LETTER TO HIS WIFE. 

Mr. Grosvenor read it as foilows: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., 10-15.—I want you to see 
Hadden, at S.S. Davis’s office, andiet me know 
by telegraph if he will do what I wrote him and 
seml by express. I hope you understood my tele- 
gram today in answer to your’s.

HOW PAYMENTS WERE MADE. 

Mr. Grosvenor asked for full details about 
payments toher by Hadden. Witness replied 
that she had, about October 16th or 17th, re- 
ceived $150 from Hadden at his office, $100 of 
which was for her husband and $50 for her- 
self. She had asked Hadden howto remit 

Vood’s money to him, but he had told her to 
use herown judgment. Then there was a 
payment of fifty dollars made at her house, 
and again she received fifty dollars from him 
the night of Wood’s arrest. He had told 
her then that he would have totake money out 
of his pocket. Hadden told her they would 
see that Wood was taken care of; that his ar- 
rest was only a political affair, and that he 
would be given permanent employment. He 
hardly thought he could get the smoke in- 
spectorship, but still he would be taken care of, 
whether Foraker was tlected or not. Hadden 
was always afraid some one would see him 
talking to her, and wanted her to say nothing 
about when he called. 

Governor Foraker said that he knew noth- 
ing, except in a most general way, about the 
payments made to Mrs. Wood by Mr. Hadden, 
and that Hadden could tell tie story when 
recalled. 


WOOD’S SON TESTIFIES. 

After recess, R. J. Wood, a lad of fifteen 
years of age, and son of R. G. Weod, produced 
the stock book of the Ballot Bex company. 
He said that in November last, when his 
father was under arrest, he had gone to see 
Hadden by his mother’s order. He was with 
his sister. Hadden made her stand in the hall 
while he took witness in the sitting room. 
Witness asked for money, and Hadden gave 
him $40 from his own pocket, ar he said, and 
told him that perhaps his father would be 
home that night.

JACKSON, Miss., February 5.—[Special. 
The Mississippi legislature is after corpora- 
tions with a sharp stick. The senate passed, 
by a vote of eighteen to ten, Wilson’s bill, 
which repea!s so much of all charters of rail 
roads containing exemptions from taxation. 
It also applies to all other corporations new 
enjoying exemptions from taxation, except 
that it does not affect factories exempt for -ten 
years of over $10,000 valme. A similar bill 
passed the senaie two years ago, but was killed 
inthe house. The author of the bill now 
claims that it will pass the house. 

The anti-trust bil! passed by the senate hag 
not yet been considered by the house. 

AGAINST THE BLAIR BILL. 

The senate passed resolution requesting our 
senators and representatives to vote agains® 
the Blair bill now pending in congress. 

THE FIFTEENTH AMENDMENT. 

In the house General West made a lengthy 
speech in favor of the adoption ef his meme 
orial advocating the repeal of the fifteenth 
amendment. He urged strongly that it had 
been demonstrated that the giving of the bal- 
lot to the negro wasa mistake, and that he 
was incapable of the proper use of the elective 
franchise. The matter went over till te 
morrow, when Mr. Bowles, a colored lawyer 
of Adams county, will speak in favor of the 
adoption of the minority report made by him. 

THE BILL SIGNED. 

Governor Stone today signed the bill callings 
constitutional convention to assemble August 
10th, delegates to same to be elected on July 
20th, 120 from the counties and fourteen from 
the state at large, no two of these be from the 
same county. The bill was only delivered te 
him by the enrolling committee today. He 
did not retain it ever an hour.

THE INSURANCE BUREAU. 

The special committee appointed by the 
house to examine into the insurance affairs of 
the state, today reported as follows: 

The special committee appointed to ascertain 
the number of insurance wy semge doing busi- 
ness in this state,and which have complied with 
the law, amountand nature of deposits in the 
State treasury report as follows: Of foreign 
fire companies, thirteen: home or local fire com- 
panies, three; forcign life insurance companies, 
four; foreign accident insurance companies, 
three. The deposits of these companies in the 
State treasury, amount to $575,000, as follows: Im 
Mississippi state bonds, $100,000; in United States 
bonds, $125,000; in United States currency, $150,- 
000. On these deposits, the state paid interest for 
the year 1859, $10,400. A ‘list of the coupons, the 
amount and character of their deposits 
and the interest paid thereon, as made out by the 
auditor and state treasurer, is attached hereto, 
Your committee have, as best they could, in con- 
nection with the other duties, investigated the in- 
surance laws of the state and think, after consid- 
eration, they should receive attention, 
In the opinion of thia committee, 
the law requiring deposits in our state treasury is 
an expensive luxury, which should be dispensed 
with, the house having, since the appointment 
of the special committee, created a regu- 
lar standing committee on insurance 
and there having been already some bills referred 
to them, we think it proper that this committee 
should recommend or formulate whatever generat 
legisiation is needed on this subject. We there-e 
fore do not report any bill. 


THE CLOUDS BURST, 


And Many Boats Were Destroyed and China- 
men Drowned. 

San Francisco, February 5.—The Shanghai 
Mercury of January 7th, received by the 
steamer Rio Janeiro, yesterday, gives an ace 
count of a great cloudburst near Nanking, of 
which a brief announcement was received até 
the time. Itsays: On the 7th of this moon, 
in Yangtze river, near Nanking, at 
about 10 a. m., when' the weather 
was bright, there was suddenly heard 
a rushing noise as of water. Two large black 
clouds appeared and soon edveloped every- 
shing likea fog. The water was much dis- 
turbed and the river was full of large waves.

The People of Waycross Honor the Memory 
of a Noble Man.

DAMAGE CASE IN GREENVILLE 


In Which Thirty-Five Thousand Dollars Are 
at Stake. 

GREENVILLE, S. C., February 5.—[Special.] 

An interesting case has engaged the attention 


of the United States district court, at this 


place, for the past two days. It is that of the 
Peltzer Manufacturing conipany, against sev- 
eral insurance companies, for cotton destroyed 
in the city warehouse fire in March of last 
year.

both building and contents. The policies were 
assigned by Cely Bros. to the Pelzer Manufac- 
turing company, and payment was refused by 
several of the companies upon the ground that 
the owners of the warehouse had no right to 
release the railroad company from damages 
without notifying them. The amount involved 
is about $35,000. The plaintiffs. are repre- 
sented by Smythe & Lee, of Charleston, and 
Wells & Orr, of this city, and the defendants 
by Hon. N. J. Hammond, of Atlanta, and 
Perry & Heyward, of this city.e A verdict for 
i full amount sued for was given the plain- 
tiffs.

EDITORS AT WAR. 


Two South Carolina Journals at Daggers’ 
Points. 

CotumBIA, 8. C., February 5.—[Special.]— 
For the past four or five years there has been a 
strong rivalry between the Marion Star and 
the Pedee Index, two weekly democratic 
newspapers published at Marion, this state. 
This rivalry,. together with continued contro- 
versies over local political questions, even- 
tually led to an open personal warfare (on 
paper) between the editors of the two papers; 
and for the past three or four weeks the edi- 
torial columns of both have been teeming with 
“fighting”’ articles. 

THE ACCUSATION WHICH HURT. 

In his iast issue, the editor of the Index 
charged the editor of the Star with being out 
of sympathy with, and abusing and misrepre- 
senting the white people of the town. 

Last night about 9 o’clock Philip B. Hamer, 
editor of the Index, was sitting in his office 
alone. Someone knoeked at the door. Mr. 
Hamer opened, and as he did so he was at 
tacked by Junius H. Evans and W. J. 
McKerall, editors of the Star. Both seized 
him and one struck him. Hamer attempted 
to defend himself, but was dragged from the 
office by the two men. In the struggle he was 
thrown to the floor, and in his efforts to regain 
his feet he was thrown down the stairs, his 
head striking one ofthe steps and rendering 
him unconscious. While in this 
condition his assailants * continued 
to beat him until passers-by came to the rescue 
of the unfortunate editor. 

NO APOLOGY GIVEN. 

During the fight Evans tried to force an 
apology from Hamer for the objectionable ar- 
ticle, but this was steadily refused, and Evans 
said, ‘‘Beat him until he dies. Apologise or 
give up.’’ No-apology or explanation of any 
kind was made by Hamer, who declared that 
they might kill him before he would retract 
anything he had written or said, and while 
Hamer was prostrate on the floor, Evans and 
McKerall continued to beat, kick and choke 
him. It was impossible for Hamer to defend 
himself*successfully as he was wholly unarmed 
and as either of his assaileuts is equal in 
physical strength and _ stature. Hamer’s 
friends say that he will challenge both Mc- 
Kerall and Evans to fight a duel. 


FOUND ON THE ROAD 


With a Terrible Fracturein His Skull, Which 
May Result Fatally. 

GREENVILLE, 8. C., February 5.—[Special. ] 
A young man named Thad Green, who lives 
in and is well known throughout this county, 
was discovered on Monday night last lying in 
the road near Mr. Carter’s store, about three 
miles from this city. He was in an uncon- 
scious condition, with a long gash in the top of 
his head, and a partial fracture near it. He 
was discovered by a relative named Quince 
Green, who was riding with him, and had left 
him where he was found, to go 
back to the store for some 
article he had forgotten, and discovered him 
in this condition on his return. Help was 
summoned and he was removed to a house 
near by, anda physician called, who, upon 
examination, pronounced his wound danger- 
ous, but not necessarily fatal.

For respondents, it is in- 
sisted that the license was properly issued, 
that if, however, there wasa mistake, it was 
an error of discretion or judgment, for which a 
public officer cannot be held liable.

“And that is all bosh,’’ said Major Kiser. 
‘The fact is, the arrangement is just about as 
good as it possibly could be. Mr. Bellingrath, 
the plumber, is a frequent visitor to the jail, 
and it has heen his constant care to have those 
things kept in perfect order.”’ 

Dr. Wilson had still another shot at the 
report. 

‘‘That’s all hoo-doo about the convicts being 
fedon cold victuals, too. That’s tone of the 
grand jury fakes, or rather that’s a case where 
the grand jury was faked by a lot of good for 
nothing prisoners, who lied to them just to get 
even with the keeper for defeating their riot 
out there some time ago.”’ 

‘‘T wish the grand jury would go out there 
and make aright sort of investigation,’’ said 
Major Kiser. The truth is, they are the fattest, 
blackest and sleekest looking convictsin the 
world.” 

‘Yes, and the best cared for,’’ spoke Dr. 
Wilson. 

“The proof of it is that they always go back 
again,’ said Captain Garrett. 

‘*You are right there,’’ agreed Colonel Adair. 

THE SHERIFF TAKES A HAND. 

Sheriff Thomas. asked to be permitted to 
address the board. He said if he was not car- 
rying out the directions of the board, as to 
caring for and feeding the prisoners,he wanted 
to be further instructed. 

He said that all previous grand juries have 
been satisfied with the jail and the prisoners’ 
treatment, and the best evidence that they 
were well cared for was theirhealth. Only 
one had died in twelve months, and she was 
sick when sent to jail. 

Colonel Thomas admitted that/the jail fa- 
cilities were inadequate, and said he believed 
the board was fully aware of that fact. He 
had carried out all the _ suggestions 
of the board, even to building a 
new jail for revenue prisoners at his 
own expense, and had frequently called 
upon the board for improvements. He thought 
the affairs of the jail were getting along as 
well as could be expected under the circum- 
stances, and invited the instruction of the 
board to further advance its condition. Colo- 
ne] Thomas said Fulton county jail could not 
be compared to those in many other cities. 

HAD BEEN THERE. 

‘‘T want to say, just here,’”’ said Major Kiser 
as Colonel Thomas retired, ‘‘that I have been 
to the jail frequently. I never go but that I 
visit the cook room and every other part of the 
place. I find that the food is substantial and 
well cooked. It is wholesome, and could not 
be better for the purpose. 

‘“‘T have always had any necessary repairs 
made. Mr. Bellingrath is kept busy there half 
his time in improving and changing. Colonel 
Thomas says he thinks. the stairway referred 
to in the grand jury report should be changed, 
This will be investigated.’ 

She Has Got the Grip. 

The reading of the jail committee report 
showed that only two cases of sickness had oc- 
curred among the prisoners during the month. 

Jessie Bone is suffering from an attack of 
the influenza, and one of the other female 
prisoners is also slightly ill. 

The report called attention to the ragged 
condition of a number of male pris 
oners, and recommended that they be 
provided with suitable garments, if such came 
within the province of the board. 


Major Kiser said that he had furnished . 


clothing to prisoners in several cases where it 
was necessary to do soin order to bring them 
into court, but did not know whether he had 
authority to furnish it to those in jail. The 
board decided that this was a matter disere- 
tionary with Mejor Kiser, chairman of the fail 
committee. 

County Attorney Thomson reported that 
the bond of Bailiff Mercer, of the 1,234th dis- 
trict, was not acceptable because Justice Lan- 
drum had, in his report, failed to set out the 
grounds of appointment. | 

Opening the Bridge Bids. 

At 12 o’elock the opening of bids for the 
bridge over the Chattahoochee river was be- 
gun, a number of bidders, or their representa- 
tives, being present in person. 

Before the bids were opened Commissioner 
Hunnicnutt said he wanted to be put on record 
as opposed to the building of the bridge—at 
least just now. He was sure the bridge would 
not prove for the good of the county, and then 
the financial condition did not warrant its 
building at thistime. Mr. Hunnicntt said he 
was not certain even that the board had the 
right to puta bridge where this one was pro-

JUST IN TIME. 


Captain Joyner and His Men Prevent a Dis- 
astrous Conilagration. 

As the city clock struck 10 last night its 
tones were drowned by the wild clanger of the 
fire alarm. 

A broad sheet of fire sprang from the rear of 
P. H. Snook’s furniture establishment, on the 
Walton street side, but the firemen were pre- 
pared for it. 

tn the rear of the tall building isa little al- 
cove that was stacked full of bed slats, with a 
lot of excelsior mixed with them. Lit- 
tle Arthur Stockwell was passing the build- 
ing just at 10, and saw a blaze spring up from 
this alcove. Hecalled to a policeman, who 
turned in the alarm from box No. 15. 

The fire department, ina few seconds, had 
the water playing on the roaring flames which 
had reached the basement, gone up the stair- 
way to the second floor, and aided by the suc- 
tion from the stairway in the middle of the 
building, were running along the ceiling, 
seething and crackling everything they 
touched. 

IT WAS AN EMERGENCY, 
such as the department has seldom been called 
upon to encounter; but the boys proved equal 
to the occasion. 

After a hard fight the fire was gotten under 
contro], and Mr. Snook, who had been aroused 
from his bed, went with Chief Joyner through 
the building. He was unable to esti- 
mate the damage. The basement 
was packed and jammed with cheap 
furniture, and the fire had eaten into this for a 
considerable distance. 

The first tloor was piled with fine furniture, 
80 full that only two narrow aisles extending, 
the length of the building, admitted the pas- 
sage of salesmen and customers. 

Adjacent to where the fire caught was piled 
a car ioad of Grand Rapids furniture, no suit 
worth less than $100, the whole amounting to 
at least $2,000. This was ruined. All 
along the left-hand aisle costly 
pieces were scorched and blistered, and elegant 
tuirrors cracked and defaced. 

IN THE SECOND STORY 
the damage was considerable at both ends of 
the building. Furniture was scorched and 
blistered, chairs burned, mirrors broken, the 
destructive element having, in the few brief 
minutes of its ravages, destroyed the skilled 
work of the finest factories in the country. 

Mr. Snook thought that $5,000 would cover 
the loss, and Chief Joyner coincided in the 
opinion. 

The amount of stock carried was estimated 
at about $60,000. Mr. Snook carried only 
$10,000 to $12,000 insarance. 

The building belongs to Mr. Healy, and the 
damage to it only amounts to a few hundred 
dollars. It is fully covered by insurance.

Mr. Snook said last night that he would 
open his front doors as usual this 
morning.

One thing which made the fire so dangerous 
“was the fact that a large amount of excelsior 
and packing rubbish was piled in the base- 
ment, just under the fire, and it gave a stub- 
born tight for the firemen. 

The damage by water, on the first and 
second floors, was light, considering the form- 
idable nature of the fire. 

A cigar thrown into the excelsior near the 
-door is supposed to have caused the fire.

‘DICK HAWES'S 


TO BE BROUGHT TO ATLANTA FOR 
INTERMENT. 


He Has Given His Boy toa Catholic Church 
to Be Educated, But Mrs. Jim Hawes Ob- 
jects to the Plan. 


Dick Hawes wants to be buried in Atlanta. 

And he wants his boy turned over to the 
Catholic university, in Georgetown, District 
of Columbia, to be educated and raised. 

His first request will be granted. "ah 

But the last one will be refused, even_ if it 
should resul in a law suit. ; 

Hawes has given up all hopes, andis now 
counting the minutes of life left. to him—no 
longer reckoning the time by days, because 
there are too few of them left tohim. On the 
day Colonel Taliaferro visited Hawes and _in- 
formed him that the supreme court had re- 
fused to interfere, the prisoner became de- 
spondent. Up to that time he had been 
the same Hawes who ran an_e engine 
in and out of Atlanta on the West Point road 
years ago. His prison life has been a remark- 
able one in many respects. When first jailed 
Hawes denied all of the crimes charged to him, 
and conducted himself very much as an inno- 
cent man might have done. At any rate he 
did not appear to mind the confinement, and 
acted as though he was anxious to face the 
charge. Hesoon became the monarch of the 
jail, and passed many hours sitting as judge of 
the court jail. That court was always organ- 
ized when a new prisoner was admitted, 
and Hawes was invariably the judge. 
Some of the sentences he _ passed 
upon the prisoners, too, before him was severe. 
Then Hawes was in the habit of seeing that 
his sentences were carried out rigidly, and 
many an extra lick was laid upon a prisoner’s 
back, after the whipping began, by a new 
order from him as he looked on. 

Hawes received many notes from ladies, 
while flowers were sent him nearly every day. 
Two young school girls—girls twelve or 
thirteen years of age—visited him every day 
for months, and every time they called carried 
flowers with them. awes was always glad to 
see them, and when they were late he became 
very impatient. Soon after he was convicted 
they called one day and after handing him the 
famous one of them said: 

‘Mr. Hawes we can’t come any more and 
we hope you will be prepared to die when the 
time comes.’’ 

“Why can’t you come?’’ the prisoner 
asked eagerly. 

“Because mama says we must not. She 
says you will want all your time now to read 
the Bible and pray and we musn’t interfere 
with you.”’ 

‘‘I’m so sorry,’’ said Hawes, ‘‘for I’ll miss 
your flowers so much.”’ 

One of the children looked at him a moment 
and then remarked: 

‘Well, if you hadn’t killed little May, you 
would have had a little girl of your own to 
bring you flowers every day.” 

Hawes was startled by the remark, and 
turning around, walked away. The little girls 
were about May Hawes’s age, and the thrust 
appeared to go home. Since then he has not 
been the same man. On that day he gave up 
all prison fun, and began reading his Bible 
and praying. 

Within the past week the Catholic priest 
has been visiting Hawes regularly, and has 
awakened him to his situation. He now takes 
a lively interest in his prayers and Bible, and 
meets his spiritual advicer gladly. His great- 
est anxiety, now that he knows he must hang, 
ishisson. For twoor three days past he has 
been conferring with Father Daily about the 
boy, and yesterday expressed the desire that 
he would take him and send him to the Cath- 
olic school in Georgetown, D. C. 

Here isa special telegram to THE ConstTI- 
TUTION last night, telling of the conferenca 
between Hawes and Father Daily: 

sIRMINGHAM, Ala., February 5.—[{Special.] 
Dick Hawes will make but one dying request 
—that he be buried in Atlanta. 

This morning he arranged for his little boy 
to be educated by the Catholic church. 
Father Daly has called to see Hawes several 
times since he was sentenced to hang, and has 
talked to him about the advisability of send- 
ing his boy to the large Catholic university at 
Georgetown, District of Columbia. Hawes 
asked for time to consider it, saying the boy wgs 
now with relatives in Altanta, and that 
they were very much attached to the little fel- 
low, now only six years old. He was in doubt 
whether it was best they should train him or 
not. 

Father Daly called this morning, and had a 
long and earnest talk with Hawes, the result 
of it being that the condemned man is to turn 
his son over to the church, to be educated, and 
he is to be sent to Georgetown college when 
considered most expedient, After the. priest 
had departed, Hawes expressed himself to the 
guard as being greatly relieved, because the 
future of his boy would be carefully looked 
after 

The boy isnow in Atlanta with Mr. Jim 
Hawes, and has been since the arrest of his 
father. Heis a bright little fellow, and to 
him Mr. and Mrs. James Hawes are very much 
attached. Mr. Hawes was not at home last 
night, but Mrs. Hawes said: 

‘‘He has been with us a year or more and 
we love him dearly. We are not going to give 
him up.’ 

When informed of the result of the confer- 
ence between Dick Hawes and the priest, she 
said: 

‘‘We are able to take care of him, raise him 
and educate him.”’ 

The scaffold from which Hawes will hang 
will be used next week. Gilbert Lowe, a ne- 
gro, who killed a man named Meadows, is to 
be hung from it Tuesday.

HIS VOTE IS WANTED. 


The Emperor of Germany Very Kind to the 
Workingmen. 


Berwin, February 5.—The emperor has 
issued order or imperial rescript, addressed to 
Baron Yon Berlepsch, the new minister of 
commerce, in which he says that however 
valuable or important are the measures now in 
operation for improving the condition of the 
working people, they are not to 
be compared with what a_ proper 
performance of the dut before the 
new minister will realize. e then specific- 
ally decides an extension of application of the 
system of the workingmen’s insurance, and 
the opening of an inquiry into all trade laws 
affecting factory laws. 

The emperor aftirms in the rescript that it is 
the duty of the state to so regulate the dura- 
tion and nature of labor as to insure health, 
morality and the supply of all economic wants 
of workingmen, and to preserve their claims 
to equality before the law. For the pro- 
motion of peace between the workingmen and 
their employers, legal measures must 

taken toward the tablishment 
of regulations empowering workingmen to 
appoint delegates, enjoying their confidence, 
to represent themin the settlement of affairs, 
these delegates safeguarding the interests of 
the workingmen whom they represent in all 
negotiations with employes or with the gov- 
ernment.

teferring to the state of things in the mines, 
the emperor says, owing to his anxiety for the 
welfare of the men, he wishes to see the mines 
developed iuto model establishments, and de- 
sires that measures shall be taken to that end.

THE SNOW MELTS 


And Oregon Rivers Become Raging Seas— 
Northern Pacific Railroad Blocked. 

SAN Francisco, February 5.—A dispatch 
from Jacksonville, Ore., says a phenomenal 
rainstorn has prevailed in southern Oregon 
since last Friday, which, in connection with 
the melting snows in the mountains, has 
caused the greatest flood known since the 
country was settled. The damage to southern 
Oregon cannot be estimated as _ yet, 
for postal communication is so un- 
certain and limited that only surmises 
can be made of the ravages of the water 
onthe line of the numerous tributaries of 
Rogue river. Many ranches have been dam- 
aged, if not ruined and miles of fencing have 
been swept away. Much of the finest soil in 
the lower valley has been washed down to the 
gravel and bed rocks and the spectacle of the 
fields flooded, roads washed out and bridges 
and culverts demolished. is common. 

The fertile Bear creek region has not escaped 
visitation. Part of the valley presents the ap- 
pearance of aturbid sea and communication 
between its many towns has been almost sus- 
pended by the swolen foothill streams. 

BEAR CREEK BOOMING. 

Bear creek itself has borne along a great 
deal of wreckage, fences, outbuildingand even 
barns and houses, and has wrought- much de- 
struction in undermining and slucing cff of 
the deep alluvia deposits that composes its 
banks. 

In the Applegate fregion there are few 
bridges left. Many people were obliged to 
leave their homes for safety. Great damage 
has been done to the mining interests of 
the section by the bursting of dams and 
reservoirs, breaking‘and filling the ditches and 
the loss of flume boxes and machinery. 

The Oregon and California railroad track, in 
southern Oregon, has been washed away for 
miles, and the roadbed is seriously damaged 
along the whole line. There has not been a 
mail from either north or south for several 
weeks. Hundreds of thousands of dollars will 
not cover it. 

THE WILLIAMETTE RISING RAPADLY. 

Advices from Portland, Ore., say the sit- 
uation there is undoubtedly due to the rapid 
rise of the Williamette river. It flows into the 
Columbia, just above Portland. During the 
winter snow driftsin some places were fifteen 
and twenty feet high. During the past few 
days the warm winds have melted this snow 
and the Williamette river has become a tor- 
rent. 

DAMAGE TO THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

On the Northern Pacific between Noxon and 
Trout creek, there have been several ava- 
Janches since last Saturday, and telegraph 
lines there are also interrupted. 

From another source information has been 
received by the Associated Press to the effect 
that the Southern Pacific’s California line is 
still blockaded and suffering severely from 
washouts along the streams, which are rising 
rapidly from the recent rains and melting 
snows. 

The latest information from Portland de- 
velops the fact that the Union Pacific is again 
closed, this time owing to heavy rains, melting 
snows and snowslides along the Columbia river 
between Dallas and Portland, where the road 
suffered so severely two years ago from the 
same causes. 

AN AVALANCHE IN IDAHO. 

SPOKANE FALis, Washington, February 5.— 
The town of Burke, Idaho, in the Cour d’ 
Alene mining district, has been nearly des- 
troyed by an avalanche. Half of the business 
houses arein ruins. Three men were killed 
and the terror-stricken inhabitants have fled 
to the towns of Gem and Walica, fearing a 
repetition of the disaster. 

Particulars are meager, as the wires to all 

oints are down, leaving no means of hearing.

THE WELL. 


The Water to Be Drawn from the Bottom 
of the Well—The Firemen Are Insured— 
The Money the City Paid Out Yesterday. 


The artesian well will not be plugged up. 

The board of water commissioners has de- 
cided that question finally. 

The water hereafter will be drawn from the 
bottom of the well. 

The board convened in regular session yes- 
terday morning in the waterworks office, with 
President Hammock in the chair, and Mr. 
Haas, of the first ward, and Mr. Smith, of the

Winship, of the sixth, in attendance. Im- 
mediately after calling the meeting to order 
President Hammock remarked : 

‘‘We will first hear from the executive com- 
mittee about the artesian well.’’ 

Mr. Winship, chairman of the committee, 
stated that he and his associates had 
carefully considered the report of Colonel 
Baum and the paper submitted by Mr. 
Kifhball and had concluded that 
the trouble now existing was probably due to 
the veins from which the water is drawn. The 
information acquired indicated that the bot- 
tom of the well would furnish pure water, and 
believing this to be true, the committee sub- 
mitted this report: 

“The committee recommends that all the 
veins above the 1,160-foot vein be cut off and 
another trial of the well be given. 

GEORGE WInsHIP, Chairman.”’ 

The report of the committee was adopted

Itis estimated that the change will cost the 
city about $1,400 to $1,500.

After completing the well, Colonel Baum 
embarked in the box manufacturing business, 
and became one of Atlanta’s best citizens.

Speaker Reed has allowed the spirit of 
partisanry to carry him too far. 

Such a respectable republican paper as 
the Washington Post refuses to support him 
in his utterly untenable position. The 
Post insists that the first duty of the house

What Story said is basea upon common 
sense as well as parliamentary law, and the 
people of the country at large, republicans 
as well as democrats, will indorse it when 
they give it their sober thought.

severely. It las often been the case, as the 
prosecuting attorney remarked, that in- 
fluential criminals went unwhipped of 
justice, while the wretches who stole an 
overcoat or something to eat got terms as 
long as three or five year. An appeal has 
been made, and the public can justly 
snspend judgment on Mr. West until the de- 
cision of the lower court is affirmed, but the 
proceedings in this case, and in others all 
over the country where high, though crimi- 
nal characters, have been brought to the bar 
of justice and severely punished, must have 
@ reassuring effect upon the public mind. It 
is impossible to do business without trusting 
to the integrity of somebody, and those who 
have to trust others will feel much more 
comfortable when it is generally understood 
that the’ way of the transgressor is hard. 


Where Is Kentucky’s Governor? 

Judge Lilly has testified before a commit- 
tee of the Kentucky legislature that a fright- 
ful condition of affairs exists in the coun- 
ties of Letcher, Perry and Knott. 

The judge cannot hold court in these 
counties unless he takes his life in his hand. 
There are only a few school houses in the 
region designated, and not a single church. 
Officers dare not show their heads with a 
view to enforcing the law. 

In these counties, long-standing local 
feuds keep the people in a state of active 
warfare, Singly, by twos, and in large par- 
ties men go about murdering their foes, 

Now, Kentucky is by no means a frontier 
state, aud there is no excuse for such law- 
lessness. The troubles spoken of by Judge 
Lilly have been going om for years, and have 
been published far and w‘de. 

Naturally people wonder what the gov- 
ernor of Kentucky is doing. He has written 
& very good message on the subject, and has 
made some judicious recommendations, but 
he should have acted long ago.

A Man of Many Sorrows. 

Secretary Blaine’s afflictions will not be lost 
sight of in the sensation of horror caused by 
the Tracy calamity. 

The blow that robbed Secretary Tracy’s 
household came at one fell swoop. But Sec- 
retary Blaine for months past has been 
draining his cup of woe until his lips have 
almost touched the dregs. 

One by one the members of the secretary’s 
family have felt the icy hand of Death. 
One—two-—three—four! Will the proces- 
sion stretch out until the old statesman gives 
up all of his nearest and dearest? The last 
victims—a brilliant son and an accomplished 
daughter—died within a few days of each 
other. 

The secretary was a strong man in his 
prime. But he is growing old now, and 
grief is whitening his hair every day. He 
has been an active partisan, and has made 
enemies as well as friends, but he has always 
been a bold and manly fighter, and in this 
hour of darkness and desolation he will have 
the heartfelt sympathy of all. It is little 
enough to say, but more would be useiess. 
Tomorrow, or the day after, so to speak, his 
sorrow will be over. If Death hath grieved 
him, Death will make him happy! 

The Farmers of Hlinois. 

The lot of the Georgia farmer is a happy 
one compared with that of his brethren in 
many of the western states. The Georgian 
is rapidly getting out of debt, while the 
westerner seems almost hopelessly buried 
under a load of mortgages. The mortgaged 
indebtedness of Illinois,- for instance, is 
shown by the bureau of statistics of that 
state to be $416,000,000. 

It is no wonder this vast load of debt is 
heaped upon them. Consider their circum- 
stances. ‘The same authority states that the 
corn crop of the state in 1889 was worth 
$58,000,000, but that the cost of raising and 
marketing it was $68,000,000. 

The immense advantage of the southern 
farmer is that cotton, which is his staple, is 
in demand the world over, and its value is 
so high in proportion to bulk that it will 
carry the freight charges to any part of the 
globe. Corn, on the contrary, is too bulky 
to carry freight far. It is said that a million 
bushels rotted in a western town last year 
for waut of fifteen cents a bushel—a price 
that would not much more than pay the ex- 
pense of sacking and putting it on the cars. 

Practically, the southern farmer has a 
world-wide monopoly in his cotton crop, 
while the corn and wheat grower meets com- 
petition on every side. Even if he converts 
his corn into beef he finds it hard to com- 
pete with the big beef companies who get 
their cattle from the free ranges of the plains. 
About the only man who can compete with 
these companies is the southern farmer who 
uses his cotton seed meal to fatten cattle be- 
fore he turns it into fertilizers. 

In the cotton region the corn and wheat 
crops will grow to supply the loeal demand, 
and the rest of the work goes into cotton to 
clothe the world. 

When we add to this immense advantage 
the many resources of our climate, the truck 
and fruit crops and the proximity of phos- 
phates, it appears inevitable that the south 
will become the richest agricultural region 
on the globe, and that the farmers here will 
become the happiest. and most independent 
in the world. 


Corruption in West Virginia. 

Tt appears from the report of Saturday’s 
proceedings in the general assembly at 
Charleston that a full exposure is about to 
be made of the attempt by republican cor- 
ruptionists to steal the governorship of West 
Virginia. 

For some time the general assembly has 
been engaged in an investigation of the elec- 
tion of November, 1888, and a resolution 
declaring the. election of Flemming, the 
democratic candidate, was pending when 
Representative Harr arose in his place and 
sent to the clerk’s desk to be reada docu- 
ment charging that the engrossing cleyk of 
the senate had offered him $1,800 and the 
position of inspector of mines if he would 
vote for Goff, the republican candidate for 
governor. Following this thunder clap, Mr. 
Van Pelt said it was impossible that such a 
movement could have originated with an 
underling and the beneficiaries of the bribery 
must be interested in it. 

This statement opened the investigation, 
which was made inevitable by numerous re- 
ports that several democratic members had 
been bought and would vote for Goff. 

This is the state from which the republi- 
cans of the national house arbitrarily seated 
a republican contestant the other day. The 
revelation of Saturday shows in what an 
atmosphere these republican contests are 
hatched. 


Put Up the Bars. 

Asia seems to be preparing to present her 
periodical token of regard to the rest of the 
world. That token, it is unnecessary to say, 
is the cholera. 

In this country we have yet time to do 
much inthe way of prevention. Our na- 
tional and state sanitary authorities should 
so to work to ascertain the extent of the 
danger, and ward it off. We have learned 
in the recent past that science can sometimes 
make a successful fight against this terror, 
and the plain duty of the hour is to make 
the test again. 

We do not care to wait until we have to 
battle face to face with this disease. It has 
been ‘barred out of the country before. Let 
us put up the bars again. 

An Appeal to Reason. 

In the discussion of the race problem we 
have had *“‘An Appeal to Cesar,’’ and “An 
Appeal to Pharaoh,’’ but the recent speeches 
of our southern senators appear to strike the 
country as an appeal to reason. 

There is encouragement in this. A strong 


republican, writing from Washington to the 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat, does noi hesitate 
to say that the southern senators impressed 
him, and caused him to waver. He says 
that they could not have assumed a stronger 
position in the debate. They calmly and 
conservatively agreed that their burden was 
greater than they could bear, and asked for 
symapathy without interference from the 
north, They spoke without passion, and in- 
dulged in no inveetive. They assumed that 
the situation was of the gravest character, 
and appealed to the whole country to help 
them by patience and forbearance.

Journalists In Court. 

The fact has already been stated in these 
columns that a bill is pending in the New 
York legislature exempting newspaper men 
from jury duty. 

An Iowa legislator goes beyond his New 
York contemporary. - He proposes to put 
journalists along with ministers and lawyers 
in the matter of keeping confidential com- 
munications secret. In the event of the 
passage of these two bills, editors and re- 
porters will be able to snap their fingers at 
thecourts. They will not only escape jury 
duty, but when they print grand jury secrets 
and are called upon to give the names of 
their informants they may refuse without 
fear of being sent to jail for contempt of 
court. 

It needs no prophet to predict that such a 
remarkable state of affairs is not likely to 
come about. Newspaper men will have to 
bear their burdehs along with their fellow 
citizens, and no special exemption will be 
granted to them.

PROFESSOR HUXLEY in a recent essay talks 
about the ‘Natural Inequality of Man,” attempt- 
ing to demolish Roussean’s theory that all men 
are born free and equal. The professor takes the 
ground that even in a state of nature men must be 
unequal in strength,capacity. etc. As to property 
acquired without unanimous consent being rob- 
bery, he declares that our race always considered 
conquest as a legitimate mode of acquiring prop- 
erty.

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AND GENERAL PHIL COOK IS SEC- 
RETARY OF STATE. 


After All the Formalities Has Eeen Observed 
General Cook Takes Charge of His De- 
partment and Begins Work. 

General Phil Cook took the oath of office 
yesterday morning, and within an hour per- 
formed his first official act by affixing the great 
state seal to an extradition paper. 

Early yesterday morning, General Cook 
went to the capitol with his son-in-law, Mr. 
W. L.€Peel, He met the governor in the 
outer office, and after a hearty hand-shake the 
two veterans who had fought side by side re- 
tired to the governor’s private office and had a 
long, confidential talk. 

I»was 11 o’clock when the conversation was 
oyer, and the ceremony of administering the 
oath of office was begun. The first matter to 
be attended to was the filing of the $10,000 
bond, which the law requires: General Cook 
had the document all prepared, and when he 
produced it, his son-in-law attached his signa- 
ture. The other bondsman was Dr. Henry L. 
Wilson, and asa message had been received 
from him that he was detained by business, 
but would sign the bond during the afternoon, 
Judge Nisbet accepted it without the second 
signature, and the party adjourned to the gov- 
ernor’s priyate room. 

Besides the governor and General Cook, 
there were present Judge Nisbet, Major War- 
ren, and Mr. W. S. Wallace, of Taylor county. 

The ledger in which all the oaths of office- 
takers are inscribed was produced, and after 
Governor Gordon had read the formula 
General Cook kissed a Bible and signed his 
name.

After the business of the meeting was over, 
it was decided unanimously to hold the next 
meeting in Atlanta, on the second Wednesday 
in February, 1891. 

The Banguet. 

At 8o’clock the members of the association 
assembled at the ladies’ parlors of Denehoo’s 
restaurant, and sat down to an elegant ban- 
quet. 

There were forty plates laid for the mem- 
bers, and eyery seat was filled. Besides the

The members soon became warmed up under 
the genialinfiuence of the good things set be- 
fore them, and President Jones arose and in a 
neat address introduced Mr. Clark Howell, 
whose time was limited, as the first speaker of 
the evening. 

MR. HOWELL’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Howell said that to accept the invita- 
tion so generously tendered, he had broke an- 
other engagement of two day’s standing, and 
he was giad to say that. he had enjoyed 
a most pleasant evening. As President Jones 
said he might talk on any subject he wished, 
Mr. Howell said he would speak of the work 
of the association. He thought that this asso- 
ciation was able to do as much for the state as 
any other institution in the state, and that be- 
sides building up its own interests it should be 
the work of the association to build up the 

roud state in which .we live. He urged the 

uilding up of the manufacturing interests of 
the country, showing that in 
Georgia we roduced all the 
material that goes into the manufacture of 
first-class goods, and that right here in Georgia 
may be found the finest of timber for the wood 
work, and the best of native iron for the iron 
work. That besides these there are exceptiona- 
ble facilities for obtaining all things necessary 


that are not actually produced in the state, and 


magnificent railway lines for transporting both 
raw material and productions of the factories. 

The speaker was glad to congratulate the 
association on the noble work that has been 
done, and was pleased to know that the mem- 
bership had doubled during the present meet- 
ing. Hecongratulated the members: on the 
fact that the former able president had been 
re-elected, with most of the old board of offi- 
cers, who have served the association so weil. 

Mr. Howell said, in conclusion, that so far 
as he was able, individually and professionally, 
he was anxious to offer his services to the as- 
sociation. 

‘‘In whatever manner I can aid you, either 
by raising my voice or pushing my pencil, I 
want to say that I shall always be ready and 
willing to give you all the assistance in’ my 
power.”’ 

Mr. Howell said that he had always been 
and should always be anxious to bein the front 
tanks to support any institution that. might 
relound tothe better interest and add to the 
prosperity of his city and state; and heassured 
the association that the paper ‘which he had 
the honor, in part, to represent, would always 
be iound an earnest supporter of the associa- 
tion in all its undertakings. 

H’s speech was greeted with loud applause. 

MAYOR GLENN’S ADDRESS. 

Prosident Jones then introduced Mayor 
Johi. T. Glenn, who started out with a nice 
compliment to the ladies, which was received 
with applause. He followed that sally witha 
very entertaining address. 

He said that he was glad that the association 
had metin Atlanta and was glad that it had 
decided to meet again during the coming year. 
He would be gratified to know that the per- 
manent headquarters were fixed in Atlanta. 


He felt sure that the south would 
soon become __—i the headquarters of 
all the leading manufacturing industries. 


‘‘Really,’’ said he, ‘‘my platform is—but this 
is not for the reporters—free-trade, with inci- 
dental southern protection! Come down and 
live with us. If you want to work we will 
help you. We want workmen, and not politi- 
cians,.”’ 

The speaker went on to speak of the fact 
that Atlanta is peculiarly the workingman’s 
home, the best place for manufacturing in the 
south. If any of the gentlemen present 
are not doing well where they are now 
located, he wanted to invite them to come 
right here to Atlanta, where, with our glorious 
climate and our immense natural resources, 
he was sure they could be suited. He didn’t 
want any more mistakes made in people pass- 
ing through Atlanta to go to points further 
south. : 

He said to those in Pennsylvania that they 
had better come right on, for they would be 
compelled to come, sooner or later, as Mr. 
Carnegie, Mr. Hewitt and others have ad- 
mitted. Better to come no while the 
the country is yet in a measure open. They 
cannot now be ‘‘forty-niners,’’ for all those 
have dgne come; but they can come down and 
be a sort of pioneers, ready to welcome those 
who will come later. 

Mayor Glenn said further that the people of 
Atlanta will meet all comers with open arms, 
and give them every possible encouragement. 

‘‘And if you bring money with you we will 
help you spend it!’’ remarked the speaker, as 
he took his seat amid uproarious applause. 

PRESIDENT JONES SPEAKS. 

President R. H. Jones arose and rehearsed 
the origin and history of the association, which 
had its birth ten years ago, around a social 
board in Chattanooga, Tenn., when the Geor- 
gia Carriage Builders were there at the open- 
ing of the Cincinnati Southern railroad. 

The present meeting has been a glorious 
success, and the speaker was highly gratified, 
both by the largeness of the attendance, and 
the magnificence of the dispiay, indicating an 
increased interest in the grep and pros- 
perity of the association and its great work. 

The speaker went on to relate how the asso- 
ciation had undergone a hard struggle for ex- 
istence at several times during the decade of its 
life, but that each time the plucky manufac- 
turers who composed the association had kept 
it alive and had worked long and earnestly for 
its success. 

‘“‘I want to see the time,’’ said he, ‘‘when 
this hall will not hold the half—no, not the 
fourth of the members. Just keep pushing 
ahead a few years more, and then we will 
show you where the headquarters will be.’’ 

Mr. N. C. Svence then intreduced Mr. Lee, 
of the the Selle Gear company, who, he said, 
had been advised to be very careful what he 
said while down in Georgia, so that he might 
not offend any of those captious southern 


people. 
HAD HEARD OF TROUBLE. 

Mr. Lee made a graceful little speech, re- 
peating the fact that some of his friends had 
spoken to him of the possible danger of getting 
into trouble while south, because he had al- 
ways voted the republican ticket. 

He said he was glad to be able to say that he 
was present. It was his first trip south, and 
he had never enjoyed atrip better. It wasa 
mystery to him why so many people were 
moving to the far west while Georgia has such 
fine farming lands lying open here. 

He spoke of the wondrous variety of natural 
resources found in Georgia that can be so well 


utilized in building up the carriage manufac. | 


turing industry right here at home, so that the 
south need not go away from home to purchase 
the products of the manufactories, but may be 
able rather to export them to other sections. 

Mr. Lee’s address was received with cheers, 
and then Mr. A. W. Bealer was introduced, as 
representing the Journal. His speech 
was on the power of the 
press, and was enlivened by several pleasant 
little anecdotes, and was full of pith and point. 

OTHER ADDRESSES. 

Mr. Dexter was called for and delivered a 
very entertaining little speech. He went on 
to say that he was what people called ‘‘a gal- 
yanized yankee.”’ He said that he landed in 
Madison, Ga., from Rahway, New Jersey, with 
about fifty cents in his pocket, aud the 
people had received him kindly and 
had treated bim with the utmost 
cordiality ever since he came. He then de- 
scribed the wonderful resources of Cedar Val- 
ley, in northwest Georgia, where all the hard- 
woods, the iron, the coal, and everything nec- 
essary for the abundant supply of all raw 
materials needed in manufacturing industries 
of every sort. : 

Mr. Dexter’s speech was a well-timed one, 
and was well received by the large assemblage. 
He closed by the assurance to all persons 
north, east and west, that the southern people 
have laid aside their pistols, and he wanted to 
say to them to come down and help to develop 
Georgia. 

Mr. Lee arose a second time and said that 
his idea of the best way to unite the north and 
south was the intermingling of people. While 
he had heard of southern outrages, and that a 
great deal of misapprehension still existed 
among people of the west; he had traveled 
enough and had read the press until he did 
not put any faith in the stories before he 
started. He thought that the best way to 
settle all these matters was to go to work in 
exchanging ideas and all unite in the devel- 
opment of the industries of our common 
ar nes FH 
Mr. Miller, Mr. Weitzell, Mr. Roush, Mr. 
Summers and others deliv neat and taste- 
ful addresses, after which the ueters left, 
after haying spent a most enjoyable evening.

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THE FULTON COUNTY ELECTRIC CAR 
LINE ENJOINED. 


Mrs. H. P. Grant, on Courtiand Avenue, Se- 
cures an Injunction Preventing the Use 
of a Track. 


A motor man runs an electric car. 

Hon. Walter R. Brown, police commissioner 
and attorney, stops an electric car. 

Stops them from using a sidetrack. 

On Courtland street, near Eliis street, the 
Fulton County Street railway has a turnout 
ora sidetrack, where cars pass.. The main 
track is in the middle of the street, while the 
sidetrack comes very near the sidewalk, upon 
the east side. 

So near the sidewalk does the track come, 
that a carriage cannot stand in front of Mr. 
Hugh P. Grant’s residence. 

This has proven a great inconvenience to 
Mrs. Grant, and yesterday she decided to stop it 
with the assistance of the courts. Through 
her attorney, Mr. Walter R. Brown, she pre- 
pared an injunction restraining the electric 
line from using the side-track. The prayer is 
drawn with Mr. Brown’s usual cleverness and 
covers the many inconveniences and annoy- 
ances to wHich Mrs. Grant has been subjected 
since the line has been built. it asserts that 
the track not only prevents a carriage from 
standing in front of the residence but will not 
allow a vehicle to pass on that side when a car 
is near. Then, too, it endangers the lives of 
children who are in the habit of frequenting 
the sidewalk. 

In the paper there is a paragraph asserting 
that when the electric cars leave the top of the 
hill, the conductor pulls the trally wheel off 
the wire, and lets the car rush down the hill 
at will, thus endangering life. 

The prayer for the injunction was presented 
to Judge Clarke at 9 o’clock, and signed. 
Then the company was at once notified. 
Above Judge Clarke’s signature the company 
is notified that the argument in the case will 
be heard Saturday next.

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_SMPROVEMENT CF THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS THE PAST YEAR. 


The Report Compliments: the Teachers and 
Makes Several Suggestions by Which the 
System of Schools Will Be Bettered. 


Major Slaton, of the Atlanta public schools, 
has just completed his annual report for the 
year 1889, 

Major Slaton has divided his report under 
two heads, each of which is full of interest. 
In the first he givesa brief summary of the 
work accomplished since his last statement, 
and in the second he makes a number of sug- 
gestions to the board of education, all of which 
tend materially toward the improvement of the 
public schools. 

A YEAR OF PROGRESS. 

Major Slaten states that no year since the 
establishment of the public schools eighteen 
years ago, has been marked by such progress. 
The number of children has increased to a 
phenomenal degree, additional grades have 
been added to many of the schools. New fur- 
niture has been purchased, and maps and 
charts of the latest issue have been obtained 
for the use of the scholars. Above all, the 
teachers have manifested a greater zeal in 
their work, and the result plainly observable 
by the progress of the children. 

The report furthef states that the last exam- 
inations were the best ever held. MajorSlaton 
claims that the improvement has been caused 
by the advanced method of teaching. Instead 
of cramming the minds of the scholars with dry 
statistics, the instructors have devoted them- 
selves toimparting knowledge in a way that 
would be attractive and at the same time 
would prove of lasting benefit. The result is 
that the scholars have learned a better method 
of thought, which actually lessens the work of 
the teachers, while it facilitates learning. 

ADDITIONS MADE. 

The report then enumerates the additions 
and improvements which were made during 
the year. 

Among these were the Ira _ street school, 
which was increased to the full number of 
grades, and to which nine teachers are at pres- 
ent assigned. 

The Davis street school was increased from 
four to five grades. 

The Boulevard school, where, in 1888, there 
were four grades, was furnished to accommo- 
date eight and the primary grade was doubled. 

The Gray street colored school was built, 
and the report states that itis the best school 
house in Atlanta. 

The grammar schools for the white children 
were all newly furnished, and the boys’ high 
school was greatly improved. 

The girls’ high school was fitted with the fin- 
est moveable opera chairs, and one of Cooper’s 
finest pianos was provided. The _ business 
course was also introduced, and the applicants 
for admission are now double the capacity of 
the rooms. 

Vocal music was introduced on the 9th of 
October, 2nd considerable space is devoted by 
Major Slaton in showing the benefit that music 
has proved to both teachers and scholars. 

SOME RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Continuing, Major Slaton makes some im- 
portant recommendations. 

He advises that all stoves be removed from 
the schoois, and that a more modern system of 
heating be introduced. 

That in the erection and remodeling of 
school houses, mere attention shall be paid to 
light, and that windows shall not be put in 
merely to look pretty, but to enable the 
children to see well. 

That two new grammar schools, capable of 
accommodating six grades each, be built, one 
in the southeast and one in the northwest part 
of the city. 
ga one additional colored school house be 
yi. 

The superintendent strongly advises 
-that the number of scholars. in all 
grades be lessened so that in no one 
grade more than forty children shall be per- 
mitted. 

The purchase of considerable apparatus for 
the Boys’ and Girls’ High school is mentioned, 
and the purchase of a lot on which a boys high 
school can be erected is strongly urged. The 
report shows that the Girls’ High school is 
growing so rapidly that the building now occu- 
pied by the boys will be needed to accomodate 
them, and then the boys will require other 
quarters. ~ 

Another recomunendation relates to the ex- 
pansion of the business course of the Girls’ 
Hisgh school and for the employment of an ex- 
tra teacher. 

The purchase of alot into which the Marietta 
street school can be removed is spoken of, and 
the necessity of such a course is explained by 
the statement that at present the constant 
passage of drays and the noise of the railroad 
trains is so great that the teachers cannot make 
themselves heard. 

he final recommendation advises that a 
census of the newly annexed districts be taken 
at once, as at present there is a large number 
of children claiming the privileges of the pub- 
lic schools for whom no provision can be made 
until some estimate of their number is obtained.

A. Evans was pastor of the First Methodist, 
he lectured at that church here, and many

cerning him in yesterday's CONSTITUTION were 
doubly interested for having met him on that 
eccasion. 

THE INCIDENT IN CHATTANOOGA. 

Dr. Smythe is a prominent man in the 
Northern Methodist church. 

He lectured and preached in Chattanooga 
Sunday, occupying the pulpit of Rev. Dr. 
MacFerrin, a Southern Methodist minfster. 
Monday he lectured again, at the opera house, 

“Dr. Smythe was asked “why he ‘didn't 

reach at the Northern Methodist church,” of 
which Dr. Rikerd is pastor, 

His reason was that Dr. Rikerd was 
poxious” to the people cf Chattanooga. 

Later, a committee, Dr. Rikerd himeelf being 

resent, called upon Dr. Smythe at his hotel, 
and demanded his authority for the statement 
that Dr. Rikerd was “obnoxions,’’ 

Pr. Smythe told the committee that their 
visit was an impertinence, and that he did not. 
fee] called upon to retract or explain. 

So the committee left. 

NIGGER IN THE WOOD-PILE. 

The real trouble is of some years standing. 

Several years ago the Chattanooga univer- 
sgity—until that tine a school for both whites 
and blacks—passed into the hands of the U. 8. 
Grant Memoriai wniversity. 

The idea of a mixed sehool couldn’t work. 

That policy had left the school encumbered, 
at the time of the transfer, with a debt of $100,- 
000. 

Dr. Smythe was one of the regents of the 
Grant Memorial university. He had been all 


“ob- 


along opposed to the co-education of 
the races, and when the Chattanooga 
university changed hands he was 


instrumental in changing the policy of that 


school. From that day to this the Chatta- 
nooga university has been a school for whites 
only. 

Dr. Smythe was very prominent in this 
matter, contributing time and money. Not 


more than six months ago he pledged himseif 
persona! ly for £10,000 donation, 

He explained his position last evening at the 
Kimball: ‘‘lam satisfied that this co-education 
of races in the south isa humbug. Thereisno 
need for it, and it is impracticable. We can’t 
reasonably expect white people south to do 
what we won’t do up north. Negroes are not 
allowed at northern hetels, nor in northern 


a 
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homes. I agree with Mr. Grady and that 
class of southerners who commend intel- 
lectual and = financial improvement for 
the negro, and are willing to help in 
that improvement, but who resent 
this political hypocrisy about social equality 


and amalgamation. I am southern on that 
question. 

“Of course this Dr. Rikerd has never be- 
come reconciled to the change in the Chatta- 
nooga university, and hasno love for Chan- 
cellor Spence. He has stated publicly that he 
could not conscientiously allow Chancellor 
Spence to preach from his pulpit. As a mat- 
ter of-fact, I am informed, Dr. Rikerd does 
not allow negroes in his church. He is 
rampant about co-education, but negroes are 
not wanted at his church. 

THAT WORD “‘SOBNOXIOUS.”’ 

“Of course his talk about co-education is 
obnoxious to Chattanooga people. So, though 
lam a Northern Methodist, I was forced to 
disagree, upon a very live topic, with my 
brethren in Chattanooga. My position in the 
matter, | believe, was pretty well known in 
Chattanooga. When I arrived there I was in- 
vited by Dr. MacFerrin to lecture at his 
church, and was not extended the same inyi- 
tation from Dr. Rikerd. 

**So, very naturally. I preached and lectured 
at a Southern Methodist instead of a Northern 
Methodist church. 

“As to Dr. Rikerd’s statement ‘that he 
could not conscientiously allow Chancellor 
Spence to occupy his pulpit,’ it is a gross in- 
sult to one of the best friends of education in 
the south. 

“The chancellor believes, and I auite agree 
with him, that education is a good thing. for 
the negro and a good thing for the white man, 
but co-education is a humbug.”

The Johnson boy fell to the ground, and 
Phillips ran. |

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THE EDUCATIONAL EXHIBIT. 


The Children of Atlanta Will Send Speci- 
mens of Their Work to Columbus, 

The twenty-fourth annual session of the 
Geergia Teachers association will be held at 
Columbus April 30th, and May Ist and 2d. 

In connection with the association there will 
be an educational exhibit in which the work of 
the Atlanta public schools will form a promi- 
nert feature.

He acknowledged his mistake and 
begged Major Slaton to give him the drawing 
that he might show the public school children 
of Boston how badly they were beaten by the 
children of Atlanta.

THEY WILL PASS THROUGH ATLANTA 


NEXT MONDAY 


En Route to Jacksonville—Abont Milling in 
Transit—The Rumor of Change in the 
General Manzgership of the KR. and D. 


The National Association of Ticket Agents 
passes through here Monday next, or, at least, 
@ majority of the delegates do, on their way 
to Jacksonville, where the association holds 
its first annual meeting. 

They arrive about 6 o’clock and remain here 
forabout two hours. They arrive here in 
charge of the Western and Atlantic, and be- 
fore that road leaves the party in the hands of 
the Central, they give them an elegant supper 
at the Kimball. 

Their short stop in Atlantaisin the way of 
au elaborate reception by the city, but the 
local railroad men are anxious to have the city 
take some part. 

At Chattanooga the party are given a ban- 
quet and trip to Lookout mountain; at 
Savannah they are given a trip to Tybee and 
an oyster roast, and at Jacksonville they are 
to be entertained royally. At all these places 
the municipal authorities take part in wel- 
coming their guests. 

They stay in Atlanta too short a while to be 
driven over the city and to be shown the sights, 
but this is what a local railroad man had to say 
about it last evening: 

‘Weare going to ask the chamber of com- 
merce and a number of citizens to take part 
with us in welcoming the ticket agents. Mayor 
Glenn is with us and promises to help. Mr. 
Oglesby , president of the chamber of com- 
merce, is interested. Governor Gordon, Mayor 
Glenn and several others, will be asked to 
speak. The idea is to let those fellows know 
that Atlanta is glad to see them, I don’t know 
of another class of men thatcan do a town 
more good than the ticket agents. We can’t 
do much for them, coming and ieaving as they 
do, but we can at least let them know that we 
are glad to see them.’’ 

This is what the ticket agents and other rail- 
road men here would like to see. For this pur- 
pose a call was signed yesterday for a meeting 
today. 

A MEETING TODAY. 

“The ticket agents of Atlana, and all other 
railroad agents and employes feeling an inter- 
est in the matter, are requested to meet today 


at twelve o ’clock in the Central railroad ofiice 


at the Kimball house, to arrange for the re- 
ception next Monday of delegates to the Na- 
tional Association of Ticket Agents. Invita- 
tions are to be prepared on behalf of the At- 
lanta railroad men, looking to the co-opera- 
tion of the cityin receiving and welcoming 
the guests. The meeting is an important one 
and a full attendance is requested. 
About Millingin Transit. 

Commissioner T. H. Carter is back from St. 
Augustine, where he has been to attend the 
meeting of the rate committee of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship association. 

“The matter of re-billing privileges for 
Atlanta,’’ said he, ‘‘did not come up, as was 
expected. One very important matter that did 
come up though, and one that concerns Atlanta 
asmuch, perhaps, as any southern city, is 
milling in transit. The discussion was brought 
about by Mr. Woodruff, of Columbus. Some 
members of the committee were warmly in 
favar of allowing this privilege—others opposed 
it. It undoubtedly gives out, without 
return, a part of the revenue of the 
road. The interstate railroad commission 
have decided that a road could not be com- 
pelled todothis. But if the privilege were 
granted one city—like Columbus—the inter- 
state commission might decide that the same 
privileges must be allowed other towns—like 
Atlanta and Macon and Griffin. Then, too, 
if this privilege were granted the milling men, 
other industries might demand it. Cotton 
seed oil refiners, for example, would want to 
break a bulk for the purposr of refining it and 
then after it was refined, to ship it to its 
destination all for one rate. 

‘You see, it’s a very complicated question. 
The mills say they are unable to sustain them- 
selves without this privilege. They say they 
are being driven to the wall by throngh ship- 
ments for mills located at the grain centers, 
and that they cannot compete without milling 
in transit. Rut there are many serious objec- 
tions on the other side. 

“It was quite warmly discussed, but no def- 
inite conclusion was reached. The matter will 
be taken up again at the next meeting, early 
in March, ies peal definite action will prob- 
ably be taken then.” 

‘*‘What seems to be the prevailing sentiment 
in the committee ?’’ 

“Tt would be hard to say, and I could not 
speak at all officially. From appearances, 
though, I should judge that the chances were 
rather against it.”’ 

About the Richmond and Danville Rumor. 

As reported in THE CONSTITUTION several 
days ago, there is a rumor in railroad circles to 
the effect that Mr. Peyton Randolph, general 
manager of the Richmond and Danville, had 
resigned or would resign within afew days, 
and would be suctedel by Mr. Sol Haas, the 
present traffic manager. 

As time passes the rumor grows more defi- 
nite, and no denial has been made by officials 
of the road. 

Mr. Haas, though not a member of the rate 
committee, always attends the meetings of the 
rate committee of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship association, 

About a week ago, while en route to this 
meeting, he was “unexpectedly recalled to 
Washington. He explained simply that the 
matter was an urgent one, but it was taken by 
the party asa confirmation of the rumor re- 
garding a change in the general managership.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


Jhe Vay on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, Februarv 5.—With exceptions of 
Rock Island, Reading, sugar refineries and the 
Jead trust, the stock market was dull today, owing 
to mixed opinions among traders on the street 
and feverishness and irregularity. marked deal- 
ings throughout the day. Transactions in the 
general list may be dismissed with a few words. 
Although imperfect after the issue of the report 
showing a decrease in net earnings for Decem- 
ber of $175,000 was weak and Louisville and 
Wasbville and several of the specialties showed 
cousiderable strength. Reports from London are 
very encouraging, industrial speculation having 
grown much less. Conservative bankers are 
again offering railroad bonds and other first-class 
dnvestments. Subscriptions for N. & W. loans 
were five times the amount allotted to that cen- 
ter. The bears made strenuvus efforts today and 
liberal shorts were seconded by a_ plentiful 
distribution of rumors, some old and some new, 
put they succeeded in weakening only a few 
stocks, and in only three of these were there ma- 
terial declines established. Trusts were once 
more proininent in dealings and transactions in 
unlisted stocks reached 86,095 shares against 102,- 
963 shares, only forthe regular list. Sugar was 
weak from the opening and rallied feebly at times, 
but closed at about the lowest prices of the day. 
The bears claimed to have discovered that in- 
siders, who have held their certificates were sell- 
ing, and, as usual, were trying to take the market 
from them. Lead was sold off upon the publica- 
tion of the annual report, showing only one per 
cent made upon stock for the year. Lead was the 
more active of the two trasts, and farnisbed 5,004 
Bbares to 28,445 for sugar. 

In the reguiar list Reading was strong with re- 
ports that shorts were to be squeezed. again, and 
the stock was carmed up to 41 about boon, the 
highest point yet attained. and 14% percent below 
the last sale of third incomes, two days ago. Ru- 
mors of a mild corner to be worked in the stock 
were current. Rock Island, however, was the 
feature of the day, being again especially weak, 
and reaching the lowest price for a weak past. 
Among the specialties Chicago and East Mlinois 
stocks recovered a portion of the losses of the 
past few days, and some others showed material 
gains, butasarule the general list was dull and 
without movement of importance, and the market 
closed dull and heavy,generally at about the lowest 
prices. Final changes are, in all buta few cases, 
in the direction of lower figures, but sugar with 
a joss ot 3% per cent, lead 3% and Rock Island 
3%, are the only ones of importance. Chicago 
and East Illinois common rose 14 and preferred 2 
per cent
